That Pressure. 


E ditor D ispat ch:—W o think that 
both the Daily News and your cor­ 
resp ondent “G” are laboring under a 
misunderstanding of tho ordinance 
relating to the Water Power Com­ 
p any. As we read it, there is no 
obligation on p art of the city to erect 
telep hone or any other communica­ 
tion with the p ump house. It need 
do so only to secure more than thirty- 
five p ounds p ressure. If thirty-fiv e 
p ounds p ressure will giv e water sup ­ 
p ly enough at each hydrant to ex­ 
tinguish a fire, no more p ressure is 
needed, and hence no communication 
is necessary. 
We are told by the 
chief and the city engineer that 35 
p ounds p ressure is all that is needed 
to p ut out any ordinary fire. Here 
are those p ortions of the ordinance 
which relate to the question of p ress­ 
ure: 
Section 2 p rov ides that said Water 
Power Comp any “shall construct and 
hav e ready for use * * a system of 
water works * * * sufficient in 
cap acity and p ower to throw from the 
hydrants in case of fire six streams 
through one inch nozzles to the 
height of 75 feet at one time in any 
p art of the city * * * and there 
shall be kep t and maintained at all 
times, a p ressure of at least thirty- 
five p ounds to the square inch at any 
hydrant. 
Section 5 p rov ides that 
said comp any shall, on due notice 
from the mayor, engineer of fire de­ 
p artment, or other p rop er city official, 
cause the p ressure in the water mains 
and p ip es to be increased sufficiently 
to throw the fire streams mentioned 
in section two. 
Now under these p rov isions of the 
ordinance, it is p lain that should more 
than thirty-fiv e p ounds p ressure be 
needed in case of fire, it is necessary 
to giv e the Water Comp any due no­ 
tice to that effect, and, if notice by 
telep hone is due notice, then the city 
ought certainly to keep its telep hone 
in working order. Tho city is not 
bound to giv e any notice excep t when 
the six streams or some p ortion of 
them are required or needed in case 
of large fires. On the other hand, if 
the Water Power Co. does not or can 
not keep up the thirty-fiv e p ounds 
p ressure called for, at all times, with­ 
out notice in case of fire—that is, if 
the Water Comp any lets the p ressure 
run down below thirty-fiv e p ounds, 
taking the chances of firing up and 
increasing the p ressure in case of fire 
—it and not the city must p rov ide 
means to notify the engineer at the 
p ump house so that he can, if p ossible, 
giv e the thirty-fiv e p ounds p ressure. 
We think the city ought to p rov ide 
means to giv e the notice required of 
it, and the Water Power Co. should 
be comp elled to keep the required 
p ressure on: l>ecause it has agreed to 
do so and if it is allowed to take the 
chances of being able to quickly make 
the p ressure good it will lead to much

People A lo n g the M i s s i s s i p p i River 
in Great D is t r e s s from Floods. 
The great flood th a t now prevails along 
the Mississippi river has never been equal­ 
ed b ut once, the single exception being in 
1851. 
Above and below (Quincy are over one 
hundred miles of levee for the protection 
of fully 200.000 acres of land -the most 
productive 
farming lands in the valley. 
The scene of desolation bet ween Quincy and 
H annibal is simply pitiable. 
W hat was a 
few days Hgo a fertile /alley, teeming with 
abu nd ant crops,is a vast, expanse of water, 
deserted by every living thing. 
The water 
is pouring over the to p o f the levee, besides 
rushing th rough thebreaks from 300 to 100 
yards « ide wit ft irresistible force. 
< >n tiie 
dry places on 
the em bankm ents 
are 
hundreds 
of cattle, 
horses 
and hogs 
w ithout food and no prospect of drink 
except 
when 
in danger of being swal­ 
lowed up by the floods. 
Across on the op­ 
posite bluffs are gathered hundreds of 
men, women and children in smalt groiqis. 
desolate, forlorn, despairing. 
They look 
upon the ruin wrought, upon farms laid 
waiste, oroj>erty <I< Mtroyed. homes alm ost 
completely under water, furniture floating 
away and stock drowning. 
Many of them 
are utterly 
destitute, 
having 
neither 
sufficient 
clothing 
nor 
shelter, 
anJ 
some 
suffering 
fur 
food, 
despite the 
bravery 
of 
more 
fortunate 
neigh­ 
bors, who are making every exertion to 
relieve their immediate wants. 
Railroads 
running into Quincy are seriously e m b a r­ 
rassed and the looses to railroad interests 
will be much more serious than has teen 
anticipated. 
Facto!ies and warehouses 
along the river are seriously em barrassed, 
and large buildings 
are being gradually 
undermined by the rushing waters. 
Everywhere there is ruin and destruction 
and the pictures of the fortitude of the 
distressed people are inconceivable. The 
names and location of 600 refugees are 
given. They are not in such absolute mis­ 
ery and want, however, as are the much 
greater number In the Sny district south 
of Quincy. There the roadway, the bluffs, 
and alldry places are occupied by personsin 
tents, under hastily constructed sheds, in 
wagons aad w ith no covering except the 
most scanty clothing. 
Women and chi - 
dren are 
weeping over the catastrophe 
which has overtaken them, and are in soie 
need of clothing and food. 
They are a he­ 
roic lot, however, for even those who had 
nothing but a wagon, a lew pigs and chick­ 
ens, declared th a t they would be able to 
get along, and urged the relief comm ittee 
from Quincy to go further with the small 
am ount of supplies they were able to car­ 
ry with them. 
The women in m any instances had to ta l­ 
ly inadequate clothing; some were w ithout 
shoes and stockings; children were in a garb 
titted only for the ho ttest weather in com­ 
fortable homes; and the men hail only 
very meager outfits. 
Some of them show­ 
ed the effects of exposure and toil in en­ 
deavoring t" save the levee and 
thus se­ 
cure their stock 
and 
croj>s. 
All carne 
aw ay from their devastated homes in pre­ 
cipitate flight, thankful 
th a t they and 
theirs were n ot swallowed up by the to r­ 
rents.

Neenah, so as to make navigation practi­ 
cable during low water, $0,000,or so much 
thereof as may l»e necessary to be used in 
constructing a levee a t Portage. Wis., to 
prevent the overflow of the Wisconsin riv­ 
er into the Upper F o x.” Six thousand dol­ 
lars is appropriated by the river and har 
bor act of Aug. 5 1 88'*,for a levee a t P or­ 
tage to be expended for the same purpose;

as may be necessary, if in the opinion of 
the secretary of war it is deemed necessa­ 
ry. for constructing a sluice in the second 
or lower lain a t Appleton, Wis., of suffi­ 
cient capacity to relieve the river above.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


A b stract of tho P ro c e e d in g s of the 
S e nate an d H o use. 


The seriate passed two house bills, re­ 
lating to tresspass upon Indian and other 
reserve lands, th a t will go far tow ard pro­ 
tecting the reservations from the encroach­ 
ments ol white persons who have hereto­ 
fore looked upon Wiese lands as their 
natural tramping ground. 
The proposition 
made 
by 
Senator 
Spboner to attach the direct tax bill as an 
amendment to the sundry civil ap p ro p ria ­ 
tion bill is being considered by the senate 
committee on appropriations, and will 
probably be adopted. 


This was a great day in the house, tariff 
debate being lifted from the ru t of m onot­ 
ony in which it had run so long. 
Three of 
the principal members spoke, and each 
voiced the sentiments of his party Or fac­ 
tion with great power— Randall for the 
f trofaction is t 
Democrats, 
McKinley 
of 
)bio for the Republicans and Breckin­ 
ridge of Kentucky for the Democratic m a­ 
jority. No other business was transacted. 


The senate has decided to devote its a t ­ 
tention to the calendar, which has grown 
to 
include several hundred 
measures, 
m any 
of 
which 
are 
of 
a 
general 
character. 
Then the bills establishing 
a departm ent of labor 
admitting 
to 
statehood North Dakota, M ontana and 
Washington, will be taken up, probably in 
t he order named. Uonsiderable time will 
be devoted to consideration of the fisheries 
treaty, and within a week Mr. Allison will 
call up the Indian appropriation bill. 


The house has set aside for a week or 10 
days the tariff bill, so as to give consider­ 
ation to the appropriation bills, of which 
there are four on the calendar, in this o r ­ 
der: 
Diplomatic, District of Uoiumbia, 
postoffice and legislative, exe utive and ju 
dicial. 
The legislative bill is to come up 
first, as it generally requires a week for de­ 
bate in the House,and sometimes JO daysor 
two weeks are given it. There will bea cau­ 
cus of the majority members in a few days 
and their action may change the turn of 
office. 
Should an agreement he reached 
whereby the Mills proposition 
to vote 
directly on the republican and then on the 
democratic tariff bill 
w ithout debate lie 
accepted, the tariff m ay come up and lie 
disposed of in a day at any date. 


SENATE. 


The senate committee on the judiciary 
further considered the nom ination of Mel­ 
ville W. Fuller to be chief justice.

claring th a t certain “ water reserve lands ’ 
in Wisconsin are and have l>een subject to 
the provision# of “the railroad 
right of 
way a c t” of the 3d of March, 1875. 
The senate passed a Gill appropriating 
$17,500 for making the west end of 
the 
Sm ithsonian building fire proof. Mr. Mor­ 
rill explainer! th at a citizen of the Fnited 
States, long a resident abroad, proposed 
to give to the Smithsonian institution a 
very large collection of arm o r Irom the 
middle ages. 
The condition of the presen­ 
tation was th a t the Sm ithsonian institu­ 
tion would furnish a fire-proof building for 
the protection of the arm or. 


Mr. Struble offered a joint resolution 
authorizing the »e< retary of war to loan 
the new 
Soldiers’ A-^ociation of Iowa 
1,000 wall tents,to lie used a t the encam p­ 
ment at Sioux City, October, 1888. 
Mr. 
Hayes introduced a bill for the erection of 
a public building a t Cliutoo, Iowa, to cost 
n ot exceeding $75,000. 
The House p a s s e d the bill to enlarge the 
powers and duties of the departm ent of 
agriculture and to create an executive de­ 
partm ent to bs known ae the departm ent 
of agriculture. 
The d epartm ent is to f»e 
under the sujiervision and control of a 
secretary of agriculture.

Im p ro v e d C ro p C o n d itio n s. 
While the cold weather of the p ast week 
has prevented innch growth in vegetation 
the absence of rain has given the farmers 
a chance to catch up with their farm work. 
W heat seeding is now practically completed 
except in a few counties where the weather 
has been very bad. Not much more w heat 
will be sown, but it is no t too late to sow 
flax, oats and barley, 
and some wheat 
land th a t was too wet will be put to those 
crops. 
In the Red River valley, where the 
bulk of the 
wheat 
crop is raised, 
the 
weather has been favorable and the crop 
is now in the ground and much of it is up. 
There has been very little rain in the ex­ 
treme Northern p a rt of the valley, and 
beyond Grand Forks there has been none 
since seeding began. 
The crop is in now ay 
affected, however, and the outlook is very 
promising. 
Most of the w heat in the val­ 
ley was sown a b o u t as early as last year. 
In the lower p a rt where there was more 
rain the work is from ten days to two 
weeks late, b u t the crop is now all in. 
Officials sf the M anitoba road say the 
acreage in the sections trib u tary to ^ th eir 
lines in D ak ota will be from 10 to 15 per 
cent larger th an last year, and with a fair 
harvest they expect to move 40,000,000 
bushels on their lines alone this year. 
The cool weather has caused the wheat to 
stool well and the officials say the pros­ 
pects for a big crop were never more 
favorable. 


Sc ie n c e a n d tne Bible. 
At the session of the general assembly 
of the Southern P resbyterian church at 
Baltimore, the case of Rev. Dr. Woodrow 
of Georgia was resumed, and he continued 
the presentation of his appeal. He quoted 
from his speech and writings in which he 
supported the idea of evolution, and said: 
lie had been charged with subordinating 
the Scriptures to science. This was not 
true. 
He had never spoken or written a 
word which could bear any such construc­ 
tion. 
He had never taught a word th a t 
would throw a doubt upon the headship of 
Adam, w ithout regard to the m anner in 
which, or the material of whichGod formed 
his body. He believed Adam was a m iracu­ 
lous creation. He held nil his beliefs to the 
teaching of the Holy Scriptures and to 
nothing else. So he holds his opinion as to 
the form ation of Adam’s body. l Tpon any 
subject of which the Scriptures are silent 
he 
accepts 
natural 
history 
as his 
guide, but only on such subjects. 
As a 
church court, the general assembly hail 
nothing to do with his view outside the 
teachings of the Bible. 
All it lias to do is 
to discover i! his teachings conflict with 
the Scriptures, and if they do n o t then 
the case must end. 
He quoted from P a d ­ 
dington, Brown and others their views of 
the dust of which man was formed, mean­ 
ing d ust from which, through steps from 
one stage to another, man came to have 
dominion 
over 
all 
other 
living 
creatures. 
It 
made 
no 
difference 
whether 
the

A dam ’s 
body was mediate or immediate. He was 
made a living soul, and God made a cove­ 
nant with him. The presbytery of Augusta 
could not find a convic tion against the 
speaker’s belief for he had not antagonized 
the Bible. 
He had not taught th a t God 
had performed his works supernaturally. 
That, will have to be determined by each 
individual mind. 
He believed th a t God 
formed man out of the dust of the ground, 
and yet he was charged with teaching con­ 
tra ry to the Bible and the stan d ard s be­ 
cause he went beyond and believed be­ 
yond what was not contained in them or 
upon"which they were silent. To sustain 
the synod of Georgia would be to condemn 
•all who believe there may b« some tru th in 
evolution. 
It was a fact th a t the church 
had never failed in deciding on science to 
decide wrong.

The floor of the house was accorded one 
day last week to the comm ittee of labor, 
and Mr. O’Neill of Missouri, chairman of 
th a t committee, t ailed up the bill to con­ 
fine the sale of the products of convict 
labor to the state in which they are pro­ 
duced. Mr. O’Neill explained: 
The measure originated in a visit to this 
city of m anufacturers from New York, 
Brooklyn, Jersey Pity, Philadelphia, and 
o ther cities who appeared before the com­ 
mittee and pictured 
the absolute ruin 
th a t stared them In the face from the com­ 
petition 
of convict labor. 
One industry 
alter another was attacked by this convict 
labor system, ami in each case the indus­ 
try was obliged to lower the rates of wa 
ges or go out of business. Men who were 
paying $2 and $2.50 a day to their em­ 
ployes, found themselves face to face with 
corn|»etitors who paid only five cents an 
hour.

Com­ 
ing there, rizht behind tne swarthy, sun- 
browned reapers, be behold- a beautiful 
w oman gleaning a w oman more tit to bend 
to a harp or sit tip *n a throne than to -loop 
among the sheaves.

Schafer slept in the 
store ana was awakened by t fie noise 
of the burglar opening the safe, and 
firel twice at him. 
The burglar re­ 
turned the fire, the sh ot penetrating 
Schafer’s lungs. The burglar escaped, 
but without any booty. 


Several reports have been made by 
W’abasha county farmers that the 
grain which they pnfc 
in about the

L ast year a cash bonus of $ 40,000 
was raised for a $200,000 hotel and 
opera house, but the contractors, got 
into financial straits, and were un­ 
able to carry out the contract. 
Hince 
then the feeling has been sfrong for a 
home com pany to build thehotel, and 
the plan will without doubt be carried 
out at once. 


The county board of Goodhue coun­ 
ty are considering applications for 
aid to rebuild and repair the roads 
and bridges damage*! by the spring 
flood. 
Over $0,000 has already been 
asked for, and the road tax next year 
will be unusually heavy, probably 
rea hing nearly $10,000.

Edward Burnett is right when he 
tells us th at good breeding, care and 
kindness are all neceseary to the de­ 
velopment, of first-rate dairy cows. 
Clover bay, cob meal, corn fodder 
and rocfts, giving warm 
water for 
drink, form the best rations for milk 
and butter. 
But while the old hen is the beat 
hatching machine in existance, says 
Fred Grundy in Rural New Yorker, 
she is “no good” to brood and care 
for early hatched chicks. A good 
brooder will double discount her in 
keeping the little fellows in that dry 
and warm condition necessary to 
health and rapid growth. 
A chick 
that is exposed to either wet or cold 
ceases to grow, and if it survives it is 
certain to be more or less stunted. 
The udder of a cow is a very com­ 
plicated affair. Outwardly it consists 
of a series of muscular bands crossing 
each other and all attached to the 
abdominal muscles for the support at 
the masH of the organ. The teal is 
not a single tube, as lias been suppos­ 
ed, but consists of a large number of 
ducts, which run into four or five 
more channels or tubes, each ol which 
discharges separately into the orifice 
of the teat. 
The best way to get more corn is to 
get increased yield from the same acre­ 
age. 
A poor corn 
crop necessarily 
costs so much labor th at it rarely 
pays a profit. 
Bnt if the land is m a­ 
nured highly and cultivated thorough­ 
ly the crop rarely or never fails to pay. 
I It is easily possible to double the 
corn yield on the present acreage, and 
th a t too, without coming near the 
large yield which have been obtained 
in special cases.

Mr. Miller, in the Husbandman, re­ 
fers to the fact th at recent experi­ 
ments made by the agricultural college 
of Michigan showed th at the Holstein 
calves made the largest average gain, 
on the least quantity of food in a 
given time, of all standard breeds, ex­ 
celling even the shorthorns, the Gaio- 
ways, and the llerefords. The more 
the good qualities of this breed of cat 
tie are known the better they are ap­ 
preciated. 
A farmer leased a farm for three 
years, and to oblige the landlord gave 
as rent in advance, three notes, pay­ 
able in one, two and three years. 
These notes were sold to innocent 
parties who did net know they were 
given in advance for rent. Shortly 
after the sheriff dropped in and fore­ 
closed an outstanding mortgage on 
the premises.

Hen nests ought to l>e so construct­ 
ed that when a hen is through hatch­ 
ing the single nest can be carried o u t­ 
side of the house and sprinkled liber­ 
ally with kerosene and then fired, 
burning up the old straw and hay, 
and destroying all insects and their 
eggs. It is more labor and ex[*>nse to 
construct boxes for nests separately, 
without partitions, but it is best nev­ 
ertheless, and what is best ought to 
!>e practiced when practicable. 
Here is a remarkable statement and 
a helpful bit of advice from “Field 
and Farm ,” of Denver: “The Enion 
Pacific will bring hay from Lincoln 
and other points in Nebraska, 500 
miles away, for §1 a ton less than it 
will bring it from Boulder, that is on­ 
ly tw^ntv-five miles distant. 
Mora! 
The Colorado farmer should cease 
sending hay to market 
by rail— 
should feed to cattle and sheep, and 
stay at home. Thus lie can master 
the situation so far as himself is con­ 
cerned.”

In some cases medical solu­ 
tions are added to the water; in oth­ 
ers, after the irrigation, appropriate 
remedies are introduced to ad vantage; 
but in most cases, the simple washing 
out. with fresh, cool water is sufficient. 
In chronic gastric catarrh there Is an 
abundant secretion of tough mucus, 
which, being alkaline, neutralizes the 
acid of the gastric juice.’ This, with 
the resulting fermentation, gives rise 
to dilatation of the stomach. Some 
cases require bnt a few washings white 
others demand it daily the rest of 
their lives. When one gets used to it 
the ojwration should be conducted by 
a responsible physician, though some 
patients afterward readily iearn to 
perform it on themselves.—Dr. E. G.

Then special means are afforded for 
Morpheus to attack worshipers, both j 
by the ear and the eye. All noises of the 
world outside are. as far as possible, ex­ 
cluded and the only sound that is heard 
for a long tune is the preacher’s voice 
in measured cadences, little modulat­ 
ed, lulling to eW-ep as inevitably aa 
does the sott NF. und of rippling water, 
or the pattering of raindrops on the 
roof. That monotonous flow of words 
is more likely than perfect silence to 
make a person drowsy. 
1 have often 
sat a fort-noon through in a Quaker 
meeting house wh**n the spirit did not 
move anybody to speak, and in the 
whole time of silence did not see. one 
person asleep or even nodding. That 
is not because the Quakers are more 
devout than other people, but for 
rhe simple reason th at they did not 
have anybody to talk them to sleep. 
As for the effect through the eyes, 
there is first the dim, religious light 
common in churches, and second, the 
straining and unnatural position in 
which t he eyes have to be kept in 
looking up at 
a minister perch­ 
ed in

You cannot 
long look up at anything without tir­ 
ing the muscles that move the eye­ 
balls and making you want to rest 
them by closing your eye.-. 
When you

your ears, you must have some pow­ 
erful incentive to wakefulness, or you 
will go off to the land of nod, just as 
sure as that tack hammers are not 
bananas. Look at the congregations 
in the more sensibly-constructed mod­ 
ern churches, where the floor is in 
amphitheatrical form, and the line of 
sight is straight, or inclining a little 
down, from each auditor to the min­ 
ister a t the lowest point, and you will 
find very little sleepiness there, espe­ 
cially if the place is w ell lighted. Why, 
a preacher must be a first-class chump 
who cannot keep the brethren awake 
in that sort of a church. As for the 
women, they manage to keep awake 
very easily. ‘How?’ By giving their 
attention to the study of one another's 
bonnets.”

The body of Joe Bordelean was 
brought in from the Gull River Com­ 
pany’s drive on Stony Brook Wed­ 
nesday evening. 
Mr. Bordelean was 
engaged in driving for the company 
and had been working for them all 
the spring and on this fatal day the 
crew were polling logs in dead water. 
The unfortunate man was working at 
some little distance from his com­ 
panions and when he slipped and fell 
into the water, they hurried to the 
spot, knowing that he could not swim, 
but he had gone to the bottom before 
they could reach him. Several of the 
crew who wero experts dived into the 
pond where he was seen to disappear, 
but of no avail.

The deceased was an unmarried 
man, 28 years of age, and lived on the 
Noka Sebie river, in this connty, 
where he owned a farm.

noon, where the burial took place. 


That Pressure. 


E dito r D is p a t c h :—Wo think that 
both the Daily News and your cor­ 
respondent “G” are laboring under a 
misunderstanding of the ordinance 
relating to the Water Power Com­ 
pany. As we read it, there is no 
obligation on part of the city to erect 
telephone or any other communica­ 
tion with the pump house. It need 
do so only to secure more than thirty- 
five pounds pressure. If thirty-five 
pounds pressure will give water sup­ 
ply enough at each hydrant to ex­ 
tinguish a fire, no more pressure is 
needed, and hence no communication 
is necessary. 
We are told by the 
chief and the city engineer that 35 
pounds pressure is all that is needed 
to put out any ordinary fire. Here 
are those portions of the ordinance 
which relate to the question of press­ 
ure: 
Section 2 provides that said Water 
Power Company “shall construct and 
have ready for use * * a system of 
water works * * * sufficient in 
capacity and power to throw from the 
hydrants in case of fire six streams 
through one inch nozzles to the 
height of 75 feet at one time in any 
part of tho city * * * and there 
shall be kept and maintained at all 
times, a pressure of at least thirty- 
five pounds to the square inch at any 
hydrant. 
Section 5 provides that 
said company shall, on due notice 
from the mayor, engineer of fire de­ 
partment, or other proper city official, 
cause the pressure in the water mains 
and pipes to be increased sufficiently 
to throw tho fire streams mentioned 
in section two. 
Now under these provisions of the 
ordinance, it is plain that should more 
than thirty-five pounds pressure be 
needed in case of fire, it is necessary 
to give the Water Company due no­ 
tice to that effect, and, if notice by 
telephone is due notice, then the city 
ought certainly to keep its telephone 
in working order. The city is not 
bound to givo any notice except when 
the six streams or some portion of 
them are required or needed in case 
of large fires. On the other hand, if 
the Water Power Co. does not or can 
not keep up the thirty-five pounds 
pressure called for, at all times, with­ 
out notice in case of fire—that is, if 
the W ater Company lets the pressure 
run down below thirty-five pounds, 
taking the chances of firing up and 
increasing the pressure in case of fire 
—it and not the city must provide 
means to notify the engineer at the 
pump house so that he can, if possible, 
give the thirtv-five pounds pressure. 
We think the city ought to provide 
means to give the notice required of 
it, and the Water Power Co. should 
be compelled to keep the required 
pressure on; l>ecause it has agreed to 
do so and if it is allowed to take the 
chances of being able to quickly make 
the pressuxe good it will lead to much

That Pressure. 


E d it o r D is p a t c h :— We think that 
both the Daily News and your cor­ 
respondent “G” are laboring under a 
misunderstanding of the ordinance 
relating to the Water Power Com­ 
pany. As we read it, there is no 
obligation on part of the city to erect 
telephone or any other communica­ 
tion with the pump house. It need 
do so only to secure more than thirty- 
five pounds pressure. If thirty-five 
pounds pressure will give water sup­ 
ply enough at each hydrant to ex­ 
tinguish a fire, no more pressure is 
needed, and hence no communication 
is necessary. 
WTe are told by the 
chief and the city engineer that 35 
pounds pressure is all that Is needed 
to put out any ordinary fire. Here 
are those portions of the ordinance 
which relate to the question of press­ 
ure: 
Section 2 provides that said Water 
Power Company “shall construct and 
have ready for use * * a system of 
water works * * * sufficient in 
capacity and power to throw from the 
hydrants in case of fire six streams 
through one inch nozzles to the 
height of 75 feet at one time in any 
part of tho city * * * and there 
shall be kept and maintained at all 
times, a pressure of at least thirty- 
five pounds to the square inch at any 
hydrant. 
Section 5 provides that 
said company shall, on due notice 
from the mayor, engineer of fire de­ 
partment, or other proper city official, 
cause the pressure in the water mains 
and pipes to be increased sufficiently 
to throw the fire streams mentioned 
in section two. 
Now under these provisions of the 
ordinance, it is plain that should more 
than thirty-five pounds pressure be 
needed in case of fire, it is necessary 
to give the Water Company due no­ 
tice to that effect, and, if notice by 
telephone is due notioe, then the city 
ought certainly to keep its telephone 
in working order. The city is not 
bound to givo any notice except when 
the six streams or some portion of 
them are required or needed in case 
of large fires. On the other hand, if 
the Water Power Co. does not or can 
not keep up the thirty-five pounds 
pressure called for, at all times, with­ 
out notice in case of fire—that is, if 
the W ater Company lets the pressure 
run down below thirty-five pounds, 
taking the chances of firing up and 
increasing the pressure in case of fire 
—it and not the city must provide 
means to notify the engineer at the 
pump house so that he can, if possible, 
give the thirty-five pounds pressure. 
We think the city ought to provide 
means to give the notice required of 
it, and the Water Power Co. should 
be compelled to keep the required 
pressure on; because it has agreed to 
do so and if it is allowed to take the 
chances of being able to quickly make 
the pressu je good it will lead to much
